Mr. Reynolds Delivers a Tax Plan 


If Gov. Reynolds had put together 2 


house plan in the fashion that he construct- 
ed a fiscal program for the state such as the 
one he presented to the legislature this 
week, it would be rejected out of hand by - 
the city building inspector as an obvious 
violation of the letter and the spirit of the 
municipal code. 


No worse example of a jerry-built fiscal 


package has ever been submitted seriously 
to a Wisconsin legislature by a state execu- 
tive. Indeed, it is difficult to accept as a 
serious document. Mr. Reynolds probably 
gave his hand away when he acknowledged, 
in the text of his long address, that he ex- 
pects the legislature to reject it. This might 
be interpreted as a political gesture, a 
kind of compliance with his unrealistic cam- 
paign assertions of last fall, except that it is 
a legal document, submitted officially, to 
be printed and put up for hearing and pub- 
lic discussion and a formal vote by the law- 
makers who share responsibility with him 
for the deliverance of the state from the 
perilous financial crisis that impends. 


The governor's revision of the formula 


for the distribution of local shares of state 
taxes, about which he has been boasting for 
six weeks, turns out to be no more than a 
skim-off of existing revenues from hun- 
dreds of out-state municipalities for the 
benefit of his own beleaguered state trea- 
sury and for the city of Milwaukee. Gov. 
Reynolds perhaps owes some gestures to 
Milwaukee. He won the election there. But 
we somehow can't find ourselves imagining 
a legislature, any legislature, raising local 
taxes in Bear Creek in order to cut them in 
the prosperous Wisconsin metropolis. 


Mr. Reynolds also has won the distinc- 


tion of being the first governor in a gener- 
ation who has seriously proposed to in- 
crease the tax burden of Wisconsin busi- 
ness corporations. He proposes to repeal 
their right to deduct state and federal tax- 
es paid, in the assessment of their state 
income taxes. He also proposes to put them 
on a "pay as you go basis" with respect to 
their income tax liability, which will mean 
a "windfall" of some $24,000,000 for the 
state treasury. Obviously if this is a gain 
for the state, it is a loss for the business 
corporations, at a time when most of the 
other responsible politicians are trying to 
devise means to tell the nation and the 
world that Wisconsin is trying to improve 
its "economic climate." 


But the heart of the program is another 


Sf eps in City Progress 


Considerable progress has been made 


by the common council in coming to grips 
with some of the immediate and future 
needs of the community. 


A giant step was taken in the right di- 


rection when the council gave initial ap- 
proval to several major storm and sanitary 
sewer construction projects which will be 
of benefit to the inner and expanding out- 
lying wards of the city. 


A $1.3 million bond issue will be 


floated to cover the cost of sewer construe* 
tion which will alleviate basement and 
street flooding in the central city and other 
areas. Work will start this spring and con- 
tinue through the winter of 1964. 


The city engineering department is to 


be commended for expediting the planning 
of the projects after receiving the results of 
a city-wide sewer survey conducted by an 
outside consulting firm. 


Another plank of progress was laid 


when the council authorized purchase of 
land for a new fire department station on 
the near northeast side, and then hired an 
architect to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions for the structure. It is expected con- 
struction will start this spring so firemen 
can move out of the dilapidated 78-year-old 
No. 1 station at Oneida and Washington 
Streets next fall. 


The council has also authorized borrow- 


ing of $500,000 for five years from a local 
bank at a 2.8 per cent interest rate to cover 
the cost of building the new tri-level East 
Ramp parking structure in the heart of the 
business ^district. Contracts have been 
awarded and construction should start next 
month. 


These projects came about after con- 


siderable study and deliberation on the 
part of the common council. They are neces- 
sary projects and putting them off would 
have cost the City of Appleton a lot more 
in the final analysis. 


Discriminatory Legislation 


A proposal to make it a crime for an 


unwed mother to have more than t«o 
children reflects the growing concern over 
the number of illegitimate children born 
in Wisconsin and the burden of caring for 
them that usually falls upon the welfare 
departments. But the bill is not only un- 
realistic and impractical: it most definitely 
tries to make a crime out of the sometimes 
result of illicit sexual intercourse, already 
a crime in Wisconsin. 


The proposal is ridiculous in that it 


permits a woman to have two children out 
of wedlock but a third becomes de facto 
evidence of something more than a youth- 
ful mistake. It ignores the fact that it takes 
two to conceive a child. If any unwed 
mother of two children is apt to think at 
the moment of temptation that this might 
mean a pnson sentence, everything we 
have learned about human nature and bio- 
logical urges is false. If the law can't stop 
illicit sexual relations in our modern mo- 
bile society by prohibition, how can this 
proposal do any better? 


Obviously the proposal is aimed at 


curbing the numbers of illegitimate chil- 
dren in Wisconsin cities, particularly 
where there have been a large increase of 
Negro residents. Illegitimate births among 
Negroes in Milwaukee County, for instance, 
account for 40 per cent of the illegitimacies 


although the population percentage is only 
16 per cent But whether the reason is 
poverty and poor living conditions, inade- 
quate educational opportunities, lack of 
contraceptive information, or a traditional 
casual attitude toward limiting sexual in- 
tercourse to marriage, the proposed law is 
not apt to change things. There might be 
a lower percentage of illegitimate births 
and an increase in abortions but this is 
hardly the effect desired. 


Of course women who have a number 


of illegitimate children present a serious 
moral problem to the state and community 
far greater than the cost to the public of 
the aid to their dependent children. More- 
over, the daughters of unwed mothers, par- 
ticularly when several such children are 
involved, often commit the same sort of 
offense themselves when they mature. It 
is important that welfare departments be 
concerned with the problem. 


But education in moral attitudes and 


birth control information is a better answer 
in trying to deal with the various situa- 
tions than a pnson term. There is no one 
single way of rehabilitation nor one meth- 
od of preventing the moral laxity that 
creates the problem. The proposed law 
discriminates against Negroes, the ignor- 
ant the extremely poor and even against 
women. 


stiff round of personal income tax increas- 
es, of a more "moderate" weight, the gov- 
ernor boasts, than most persons had prob- 
ably expected on the basis of their knowl- 
edge of the state's financial situation. Here 
the governor comes close to using sleight 
of hand. If he is not planning deceit, the 
result is not much different. He claims he 
wants to raise the rates by three quarters 
of one per cent for most brackets. But in 
another section of his message he asks foi 
an additional one quarter of one per cent 
boost in the same brackets, which makes a 
full one per cent. He also asks for the re- 
peal of the deducibility of state taxes paid, 
which in the higher brackets will mean an- 
other substantial boost in the effective 
rates, to well over one per cent. This is not 
only the highest single step boost in the 
state income tax ever asked. If enacted it 
would make the Wisconsin income tax 
schedule the most burdensome in the coun- 
try. 


There were many astonished persons in 


this state when the governor a few months 
ago named Frank Zeidler, the life-long pro- 
fessional exponent of socialist causes in 
Milwaukee, as his chief of economic devel- 
opment and industrial promotion. Is this 
proposal for the highest income tax scale 
in America the second step in assuring the 
country that Wisconsin is a good place to 
establish a business? 


Those who follow the statehouse po- 


litical news with reasonable attention are 
perhaps inclined to dismiss these matters 
as of no particular consequence. Mr. Rey- 
nolds has virtually no hope of getting his 
fiscal program, or any significant part of it, 
through a wary if not entirely hostile Re- 
publican legislature. 


Yet it has some significance, if only in 


showing the desperate expedients the state 
administration must employ because of the 
strait jacket within which it is bound by its 
sullen, obdurate, and puerile refusal to en- 
tertain the kind of a balanced tax program 
that virtually all responsible students o* 
Wisconsin government 
have advocated, 


through the employment of a third basic 
revenue source. The sales tax fairly written 
would provide the only reliable means of 
stabilizing our cruel property tax burdens, 
keep our income tax scales in reasonable 
harmony with those of competing states, 
and provide the new expenditure support 
which our essential services demonstrably 
need.

Land r e f e r r e d to in a 


Post-Crescent story by the coun- 
ty board as 2ifl by 500 feet 
running to the lake was only 
the first parcel of land donated 
to the county. The second parcel 
of land was purchased at the 
board's request and deeded to 
it so improvements could be 


made. This parcel runs to the 
water's edge, not the first one. 


The county board will find hi 


its minutes the park was first 
in the county park system and 
changed to the agriculture and 
conservation committee in 1961. 
During the budget hearings of 
that year the village was re- 
quested to obtain land to the 
water's edge. The county moved 
to grant $500 for park irnprove- 
m e n t after I assured Emil 
Deistler. Hortonville supervisor, 
the land would be obtained.

error when he says HortonviHe 
deeded to the county land it 
didn't want 
Mr. Schmeichel 


said "they (the village) wants 
to build a beach, so we're giving 
them the land to build on." Be 
is a little late in the offer as 
Hortonville had the land and 
permission March 20, 1962. 


At a joint meeting of the agri- 


culture and executive commit- 
tees, Kelland Lathrop was quot-

The next com 
mandment is that appropriations 
for certain areas must not be di 
minished lest Senators or Repre- 
sentatives from that locality be 
alienated and their support los 
to the Administration in its ef 
fort to get "welfare" legislation 
passed. A third rule is that, if i 
subsidy has been granted, 
ii 


must be continued even after il 
has outlived its practical bene 
fit to the country as a whole, ant 
that, if a previous Administra- 
tion or Congress has authorizes 
an expenditure, the money must 
almost always be spent irrespec- 
tive of new circumstances or new 
needs for public funds. 


President Kennedy in his news 


conference this week indicated 
that he is waiting for his critics 
in Congress to come forth with a 
list of items that they would cut 
from the budget Then, of course, 
the political twist will be given 
by the Administration to the 
items chosen. Mr. Kennedy at the 
same news conference, for ex- 
ample, said that "it has been 
suggested that we cut school 
lunches, that we cut aids to de- 
pendent children." He called for 
a bill of particulars and declar- 
ed that "we have been general- 
ized enough." Yet, in the next 
sentence, be questioned in gen- 
eralized terms whether the econ- 
omizers are "going to cut these 
kind of programs which are es- 
sential to a better life for our 
people." He added: 


"Are we going to make a de- 


termination that we are going to 
be permaneiitly second-best in 
space? Because if you cut the 
space programs 
substantially, 


that is what you are writing into 
law. and I thought the United 
States bad made a commitment 
that we were not going to be sec- 
ond permanently, and we are not 
going to be second in the Geld of 
national security." 


But who is to tell the people 


that postponing for a year or two 
the spending of some of these 
billions on efforts to get to the 
mom might be a sensible thing to 
do? It could help save the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar from 
a serious drop due to the infla- 
tionary result of large deficits. 


The impression being convey- 


ed, mmgovet, is that only the 
Republicans want to cut the gov- 
ernment's expenses. It happens, 
however, that Senator Willis 
Robertson of Virginia, chairman 
of the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee, is a Democrat 
who has served 90 years in Con- 
gress.
